Be it enacted by the people of the State of Nebraska,8
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Section 1. Sections 37-729 to 37-736 and this section1

shall be known and may be cited as the Recreational Liability Act.2

37-729 For purposes of sections 37-729 to 37-736: the5

Recreational Liability Act:6

(1) Land includes roads, water, watercourses, private7

ways, and buildings, structures, and machinery or equipment thereon8

when attached to the realty;9

(2) Owner includes means a private individual or a10

private entity that is a title holder, tenant, lessee, occupant, or11

person otherwise in control of the premises; land; and12

(3) Recreational purposes includes, but is not limited13

to, any one or any combination of the following: Hunting, fishing,14

swimming, boating, camping, picnicking, hiking, pleasure driving,15

nature study, waterskiing, winter sports, and visiting, viewing, or16

enjoying historical, archaeological, scenic, or scientific sites,17

or otherwise using land for purposes of the user. ; and18

(4) Charge means the amount of money asked in return for19

an invitation to enter or go upon the land.20

any purpose, (2) confer upon such persons the legal status of an10

invitee or licensee to whom a duty of care is owed, or (3) assume11

responsibility for or incur liability for any injury to person or12

property caused by an act or omission of such persons.13
